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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Rejection under 35 USC 1 12 with respect to claims 2, 3, 4, 5, 
6, and 8 are hereby withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment to the claims. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendments to the claim address issues 
under 35 USC 112 and will be entered. However, the claims and their broadest reasonable interpretation by the examiner in the office 
action mailed on 03/20/2009 stand. The amendment to the claims does not overcome this rejection and thus remains finally rejected. 

Continuation of 13. Other: The rejection under 35 USC 112 remains for claim 9, although applicant addressed the issue, it remains 
confusing to the examiner how the outer periphery has an axial width. An explanation by the applicant would be helpful and avoid potential 
confusion in the future. Examiner notes that the claims as presently written refer greatly to functional language, whereby when the claims 
have the broadest reasonable interpretation by the examiner, the prior art of record does in fact read upon the claims. The arguments 
presented by the applicant do not support what is actually being claimed. With respect to applicant arguments under 35 USC 103, it is the 
examiners position that it is in fact obvious as previously stated, furthermore, optimizing the width, thickness and number of segments is 
within the technical skill in the field where it may be desirable. The examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's arguments and the 
claims as currently written stand finally rejected. An amendment to the claims whereby applicant claims the inventive concept and further 
structural limitations may overcome the current rejection. 
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
